FEED FOR COWHAND MILK 


Intlrntlni Dfiminlan by Firnws at 


Chsihlrt Institute Yaalarday 


The second farmers' Institute of the 


year under the auspices of the Hoosttc 
Valley agricultural society waa held at 
Cheshire yesterday afternoon, Secre- 
tary George H. Kearn of thle olty pre- 
siding. There were 19 farmers In at- 
tendance. 


The chief speaker was N. B. Baker 


of Savoy, whose subject waa "Feed for 
n«at stock, and Its results." 
Mr. 


Baker spoke of ^the necessity of proper 
feed for cows If good milk is to be pro- 
duced, and 
told of the practice of 


milkmen near Boston, who feed swill 
to their cow* and then sell their milk 
in the city. They also feed cotton seed 
meal, which Mr. Baker did not con- 
sider a good feed if the quality of the 
milk Is to be considered. Hie Idea was 
that hay. corn meal, bran and roota 
are the best feed for cows. This feed 
keeps the animals in healthy condition 
and makes a pure rich milk, safe for 
the use of children or any one els«. 


Mr. Baker's address was heard with 


Interest, and was followed by a dlscue- 
sison In which & number took part, 
among them being Mr. Mlddlebrook, 
William Bennett, Mortimer Curtis and 
George Z. Dean of Cheshire, Mr. Phelps 
and Mr. Hall of Adams. Ensl»lage 
came in for a considerable share of at- 
tention, and while it was admitted to 
be a good feed when judiciously used 
Jt was the opinion of most of the speak 
ers that It Is not suitable for an entire 
feed and that it is better to feed it af- 
ter milking than before. Gluten meal 
was recognized as a good feed for cows 
when properly used. 


Many good points were brought out 


by the discussion and the meeting: waa 
a pleasant and profitable one. The next 
and last institute to be held by the so- 
ciey this year will be at Clarksburg 
next Thursday, when J. O. Sanford of 
Stamford, vt., will speak on "Country 
roads." This will be a very interesting- 
meeting and it is hoped there will be a 
good attendance

Taks the Pledge. Saloons a Temp- 
tation Which Should be Re. 


moved. Interesting Address 


in Blackinton 


Mrs. Leon'ora M. Lake, third vice- 


president of the C. T. A. society of 
America, fpoke on the subject of total 
abstinence last eveninff in Temperance 
hall at Bla«kinton, as the yuest of the 
F. M. T. A. society of that place. 
There was a good sized audience, and 
ona that was desply interested in Mrs. 
Lake's eloquent a.pps&! for more atten- 
tion to the s-ubject which she considers 
vital. 


This WK* the- second address by Mrs. 


Lake in the county, she having opened 
her trip through Berkshire by speak- 
ing in Pittsfleld the night before. This 
evening sh« speaks in Walton, and she 
icomes to this city Monday evening, 
epsa'king- in Columbia, theater on In- 
vitation of the F. M. T. A. se-oiety of 
the city, which after the address will 
tender her a banquet in the rooms of 
the society in the theater building 


This ia th« first time that Mrs. Lake 


has visited this vicinity, and the com- 
munity is fortunate in having the op- 
portunity to hear a woman who is 
recognised as one of the most el??ctiv« 
speakers of her sex on th« platform to- 
day. 
Her mann-ev is fluent and easy, 


and she is most convincing in the pres- 
entation of her arguments. She won 
the attention ef her audience from al- 
most th« first word last evening, and 
held it to the close. It is impossible to 
describe the peculiar force and attrac- 
tiveness of her address, but it is enough 
to say that on her appearance here next 
Monday evening she is deserving of an 
audience that shall crowd the theater. 


The address was purely on total ab- 


stinance. and did not touch on the 
question 'of license or no-license. Con- 
cerning this, Mrs. Lake said, in answer 
to a question before the lecture, that 
she came here «s a total abstinence 
advocate, and did n»t believe it wa« 
wise to mil the lssu«*. She was much 
interested in asking about Vocal con- 
ditions, *nd 'aaked particularly about 
the sentiment in the city. She did not 
know on coming here that the city wa« 
soon to hold an election, but said she 
should like to see the saloons sw«pt out 
of existence. 


There was no formal reception for 


Mrs. 
Lake last evening, but before the 


meeting a number were introduced to 
her in ths parlors ef Temperance hall, 
and found her a most entertaining 
talker as well aa an eloquent lecturer. 
She was the guest »f Mr». Oalvln while 
in Bs.ckinton. 


J. H. Mahonsy of the 'BlacElnton se>- 


ciety presided, introducing Mrs- Lake 
briefly as on* whom this section waa 
glad to welcome and to hear. The ad. 
dress was preceeded by an entertain- 
ing musical program which included a 
piano solo by Miss Mamie Kenney of? 
Williamsto-wn and songs by John 
Farley, Miss McNally, Joseph T- Hun- 
ter, 
Miss Agnes Reagan and William 


F .Smith- T. F. Murphy was accom. 
panist. On the platform were a num. 
b«r of representatives of the F M. T. 
A. societies of Blackinton and thia 
city- 
Mrs. 
L-ak* -said that the subject of 


tet&l abstinence, while not ne^r, was 
one that should appeal to all, and thit 
sh? wished to discuss it in a logical vay 
Our first efforts in the way of malting 
the world better must be tak?n for 
ourselves, and total abstinence is one of 
the things ivhich each person owes tx> 
himself. She emphasized the belief 
that the strong- as well as the weak, 
women as well as men. should stand 
out as abstainers by talking the pledge-. 


It is not a sign of weakness, but of 


strength, to take the pledge. 
Those 


wWo are strong should d» it to give en- 
couragement to those who are not so 
strong. 


The whole family should work to- 


gether for the cause, -'the stronger 
members helping the weaker by pre- 
cept, and in the same way cummuni. 
ties should work, like families, each 
one feeling that h« is his brother's 
keeper, and using every influence te 
keep others from temptation and t» 
have strength to resist temptation- 


Mrs. 
Lak* dwelt at length on the sa. 


loons as a temptation which should be 
removed from the way of those who 
were led astray by them. Althoush 
there wa« no reference to no-license 
voting, she emphasized the fact that 
while total abstinence waa the thing to 
be desired, the removal of the saloons 
would be a long step in the direction 
of helping those who were tempted to 
live nearer the truth- 


God plac&d us here for some purpose. 


He did not create man to "simply rise in 
the m'orning and eat and then go to 
sleep. If he had he would Wot have sent 
his only son for his redemption. What 
auestion have we te ask eurselvea in 
regard te our position en this drink 
habit that tears down and destroys the 
very handiwork of God himself. Other 
vices might also be spoken of, but ntone 
is so menacing, so utterly unfettered 
in its vpread as that of intemperance. 
It a man commits theft, arson or «.ny 
of the other crimes, there is a place for 
him and he «*es not dare to go beyond 
a certain limit because of public «enti- 
in'.i)>.. Uat In the <3rln!c habit. •«•(• re- 
gard its victim first with pity, but af- 
terwards our fe*lings become ao dulled 
by its every day eccurrenee. that we 
laugh at a man if he is amusing whe» 
intoxicated. It give* a sure evidence of 
the depth of mir Christianity that we 
can be amused at such a sight, the 
wreck *f a fellow being. 


Mrs. 
Lafte took up the subject of the 


drink habit among women, saying that 
it was on the increase. It was by this 
statement that Mrs, Lake caused much 
discussion last summer. She said that 
the increase wa« not' confined to the 
poe* workingwomen. U has also per- 
meated the 400. This is largely due to 
the social function* where wines »nd 
liqnere are served. Physicians say that 
it take* five years ef wine tippling to 
make a drunkard out of a woman. No 
woman's reputation can be smirched 
without Its shadow falling v>n every 
other woman. It Is the Mm* e< a 
,<,omen's g«ofl Influencw, as Is exem- 
plified in the salnt»lllt« rtfe of Fr»ne*» 


Willard. Mrs. Lake urged the women 
to throw the weight-of, their Influence 
against the serving of. str»ng liquere at 
•ocial functions, to teach their boys 
and girls to shun the punch bowl. 


Some suggest that the matter be left 


in the hands of some great political 
party, but she th'ought that they were 
past redemption already and that if 
there is any political psrty capable of 
dp.-.ling with such questions, it will be 
when the boys are trained in a differ- 
ent BchoA than that of the trickery 
and political corruption of today. The 
total abstinence pledge lo th« only way 
to effect a change. Every pledee taken 
one patron away from the saloon and 
without patrons it cannot endure. 


Mrs. 
Lake closed with some general 


remarks to the women tbout home 
training of the children and making 
home pleasant and attractive for their 
hur.ba.nds, thus keeping them away 
from the saloons.
